Names and addresses in VERMIGLIO's possession 
which refer to Detroit in some cases are those of well 
known hoodlums who have been identified in connection with 
the Top Hoodlum Program. Prior to his deportation, VERMIGLIO 
was known to be engaged in the smuggling of cigarettes and 
whiskey as well as being “a connections man" handling other 
types of stolen merchandise. Some of the notations in 
VERMIGLIO's papers refer to cigarettes and whiskey and 
possibly may indicate some of his contacts. 


Much of the material taken from VERMIGLIO is not 
fully described and cannot be connected as to city or state. 
It is therefore suggested that Offices receiving copies of 
this communication carefully examine the enclosure with a 
view toward identifying and checking out names and addresses 
which are pertinent to their particular area. Since it is 
possible that this information may have significance in 
connection with current FBI work, the Bureau's interest 
should be secured. In conducting this investigation, all 
Offices should abide by Bureau instructions contained in 
referenced teletype which states, in part, "Detroit in its 
contacts with INS for the purpose of reviewing papers and 
notebooks obtained from Subject, exercise care and tact to
